Between each-gun-is'an 
ammunition store-room, The other fort 
stands on a largo flat rock, jutting out on 
the river; presenting much ‘the same 
appearance, and mounting four large guns, 
At the thne of my visit the men were at drill; 
The orders were given in Gerrman by a 
Chinoso'drill-sergeant, and’ the loading was 
carried out very creditably, At the baok of 
the fort there 18 a. machine shop, having a 
ten hotse-power ‘steam-engine: where shells 
are: manufactured, A foreign .steam fire- 
engine stands in a shed-close bys . Every~ 
thing is carried on by natives, without on; 
foreign assistance, . About five hundre 
soldiers live on the adjacent hills, in well. 
built and olean-looking mud barracks, On 
the opposite bank stands a long low fort of 
similar construction mounting eight guns, 
sround which ebout one thousand men are 
camped, .
